SOUTH SHAKEN
BYEARTHQUAKES
Hurricane Sweeps Gulf
Coast While Three States

Are Rocked

Atlanta, Ga., Oct 18. The South
was rocked by earthquake and swept by
storm at the same time to-day. While
a tropical hurricane was flayin*. the
Guif coast earth tremors overturned
chimneys and frightened many per¬
sons from their homes in Georifia, Ala-
hama and Tennessee.
The earthquake did little damajre,

but wind that reached a velocity of
111 miles an hour lifted roofs from
houses in Pensacola, K!a., and sank
Bflvetal vessels in the harbor. One life
was lost.

Itohile reported that it had been
touched more lig-htly, although the
wind blew 110 miles an hour. Two
small buildings were destroyed and a

BegTO woman was killed by a live wire.
Shipping at Ifobiie had been warned.
and apparently suffered little harm.
Two river steamers were sunk. a

schooner and ¦ ster.mer were driven
ashore and small boats were lost.

WHITMAN IN PLOT,
OSBORNE SAYS

Ex-Warden Cheered as He
Calls Prison Department

Political Football

Before one of the strangest audi¬
ences which ever assembled at a poli¬
tical meeting, one that packed I'ooper
I'nion to capacity and left crowds out-

sido struggling for admission, Thomas
Mott Osborne, forrner warden of Sing
Sing, last night opened his public at¬
tack on Governor Whitman. James M.
Carter, superintendent of prisons, was

¦ strong second as a target for Mr.
Osbome's criticirm.

Ex-convicts reformed criminals
from every walk of underworld life
turned out in force to hear the forrner
v.arden. They greeted his remarks with
salvos of applause when Mr. Osborne
charged Governor Whitman with har-
rassing and hampering efforts at

effectual prison rcform ln Sing Sing
and seeking to ereate a political foot¬
ball of the prison department.

Osborne Asks Queatlons.
"I want to ask the Governor a few

questions," declared Mr. Osborne in
conclusion after he had reviewed in
detail what he charges were Mr. Whit-
man's deliberate efforts to discreriit
the Sing Sing honor system.
"What do you mean, Mr. Governor,

by prison reform? I»o you stand for
the Clinton, Great Meadows .,r the
Sing Sing standard of prison ideals
You never stood for the Mutual
Welfare league at Sing Sing. Dfl JU*
contend your promise to me that there
would be no poliiics in the pri*on has
been kept"
"If the Governor will answer those

questions I arill ask him some more."
Mr. Osborne charged the Governor

with a distortion of facts when. he
said, Mr. Whitman had stated he had
backed up the forrner warden in his
prison reform ideas.
"Governor Whitman is not right or

truthful when he says he backed me

up. He believes in the old idea of re-

talifltory measures on a prisoner. Mo

is antagonistic to the system at Auburn
and at Sing Sing because he doesn't
believe in it."

Mr. Osborne assailed the treatment
of prisoners at Clinton prison is "bar-
barous and itihuniane," and Btylfld the
Great Meadows "honor" methods "noth¬
ing but the sentimental extreme of the
Old prison system." The warden, he
assertcd, boasts of his complete stool
pigeon system and trusts nothing to
the prisoner's honor.
The speaker read extraetl from

speeches and articles by Governor
Whitman praising the Grea* Mfladawa
system as Ihe highest attainment in
prison reform.
The forrner warden assailed Mr. Car¬

ter as working hand in hand w;th the
(iovernor to destroy real prison reform.
and addreaaad publiely theae queationa
to the Prison Superintendent:
"Do you believe, Superintendent

Carter, in the system at Clinton. Ol
do you be)\eve in the system at Great
Meadow, or do you believe in the sys¬
tem at Sing Sing" Which? You csn't
believe in all three. You can't believe
ir. two, an> more than a man can be¬
lieve in a lie and the truth at thfl BBflBfl
time. You can't say that a thing is
both black and white. It must be
either one or the other; it can't be
both.
"Now, Superintendent larter, whieJi

system do you believe in ? I demand
an answer in the name of the people
of the State of New York.

"I demand to know what you mean
when you say that the 'workable and
practicable phases' of the league should
be continued? What are the 'workable
jand practicable phases' of the league?
And rio you mean, will be continued or

simply they ought to be continued, hut
will not be?"
While Mr. Osborne was speakinf*

Spencer Miller, a forrner deputy war¬

den of Sing Sing, addressed an over-

flow meeting outside the hall. Ho ex-

tolled the work of Mr. Osborne in the
prison and added confirmation to the
forrner warden's charges of political
interference with his convict welfare
plans.

scouts came in contact with the enemy on the afternoon of May
31, about one hundred miles off the Jutland coast, steering
northwest. They satisfied themselves about its strength and

reported accordingly to our battle-cruiser fleet; at about 3:30,
o'clock. The enemy scouts steered southeast to rejoin their
own fleet, which was coming up from that quarter.

We fought him on a parallel course a.** he ran for more

than an hour. Then his battle fleet came in sight and Beatty's
fleet went about and steered northwest in order to retire on

our own battle fleet, which was hurrying down from the north.
We returned. fighting very much over the same waters as we

had used in our slant to the south. The enemy up till now had
lain to the eastward of us, whereby he had an advantage in

that thick weather of seeing our hulls clear against the after¬
noon light while he himself worked in mists.

We then steered a little to thc northwest, bearing him off toward the

east till at 8 o'clock Beatty had headed the enemy's leading ships, and our

main battle fleet had come in sight from the north. The enemy broke back

in a loop, tirst to the eastward and then to the south, then to the south¬

west, as our fleet edged him off from the land and our main battle fleet

Thus for a while we had the enemy

to the westward of us, where he made

Let Uie penal servitude
priaoaera be treated as political
prisonr-ra."

Mr. Redmond declared present con¬

ditions were injuriously atfecting the
British cause throughout America and
the dominions, especially at the pres¬
ent moment in Australia. He begged
the government to harken seriously to
his warning adv.ee.
Henry Edward Duke, Chief Beeretarv

of Ireland, replying to Mr. Redmond,
said "the real question with which this
country and Ireland were confronted
was whether when Great Britain was

tighting for her existence Ireland, from
one cause or ar.other, should stand
aside.
He said that 560 men still Interned

for partieipatioa in the Irish uprising
were rmgieaiers. and he asked: "I'o
the Nationalists desire 66U trials for
traaaon. with the consequence*. which
would follow ?" The time had not come,
hr- eontinued, when many of the in¬
terned men could safe'iy be allowad to
return tu the countrysiue, but men who
made applieation and who had been
able to offer secur.ty were being re-
leaaed.
The rising in Dublin, Mr. Duke de-

elsred, could not be regarded as a lo¬
cal happening, and it was impossiblfl
/or the government *.o accept the pre-
aeriptioaa of Mr. Rodaaond The Sec¬
retary said he sympathized with the
Nationalists' disappointment in the de¬
lay of the appl.cation of the Home
Rule act, but declared the real obstacle
v :- thfl lisagreement among Irishmer.
themselves and for that the Britiah
system of administration could not be
blamed. He pleaded strong'.y for a

volunUry Bettlcmer.t of tha Irish prob¬
lem.

Sir John Simon, the forrner Home
Secretary. contendeci that the contmu-
mee of martial law in Ireland was

r.eedless.
John N'orton Grifflth, Unlonist. ha**-

ng expresaed the opinion that lt WO-ld
be impracticable to attempt to apply
conscription in Ireland, Premier As¬
quith, rising, admitted ihere had been
a regrettable mist-ike and blunder ln
recru'.tmg in the early stages and said
that Mr. Redmond's suggestions for

filling up with Irishmen the wasted
ranks of the gallant Irish division
would receive the most careful and

sympathetic attention.
Repudiating the allegation that PuD-

lln Csfltle was being run by a Vnionist
administration, the Premier said lt
must be remembered they were dealing
with a provisional and he hoped. a

transitory situation. Martial law in

the commonly accepted sense was not

being applied to Ireland. and lf the de¬
aired ends could be secured bv different
means nobody would be more anxlous
to adopt them than the t^*J*J*m*n*'*m
Mr Asquith promised thnt those. de-

tained should be liberated at the mo¬

ment it was considered Baffl to do so.

'he Premier, "know. that that descrip-
tion is not applieable to the Home Sec¬
retary. Let him produce his facts."

Mr. Healy shouted:
"It is idle to do so. Let the Ameri¬

"If the Ameriean Ambassador will

givo himself thc trouble," responded
the Premier, "I shall be most happy. I
take nothing back of what I said on

my return from my visit to Ireland
with regard to tho impossibility of
forcibly imposing on any part of Ire¬
land a form of government lacking
their eor.sct."

In conelusion the Premier said the
atmnsphere now exUting ln Ireland
could only be di«persed bv an agreed
settlement. He believed tnere wi* no

party, no s:ine politician in Great
Britain, who would not welcome with
Joy sueh an agreement and eodperate
whole-heartedly therein, and he prayed
it might be soon reached.
The Premier's speech was received

with manifest signs of disapproval by
the Nationalists.

¦Ir.soph Devlin said the government
had handed over Irish affsirs to Lord
Lansdowne, Major Price and the editor
of "The Morning Post."
David Lloyd George, Secretary for

War, said:
"At the most crucial period of re-

cruiting, at the beginning of the war,
some stupidities, which at times almost
looied like mahgnance, were perpe-
trated in Ireland and were beyond be¬
lief. It is very difftcult to reeovcr a

lost opportunity of thnt kind, where na¬

tional susceptibilities have been of-
fended and original enthusiasm killed."

Irish Quota Declared Small
The total number of recruits from

Ireland since the beginning of the war,
said the War Secretary, was 105,000, or

2'i per cent of the population, which
was veiy low compared with the re-

niainder of the I'r.ited Kmgdom and
the dominions.
Lookmg at the urgency of the mili¬

tary problem, he hoped that the men of
all parties would help Mr. Redmond to
their utmost to solve nis difficu'ties and
create a better atmosphere in Ireland
with rep-nrd to recruiting. He desired
to see "this gallant and warlike people"
brought back to their original temper
at the outbreak of the war. Everybody
ln England and'the men of all parties
in Ireland should consider how to re-
